Report of the Superintending School Committee. 


In compliance with the provisions of the 81st Chapter of the General Statutes 
of the State of New Hampshire, which require that ‘‘The School Committee 
shall present to the town, at its annual meeting, a report stating the number of 
weeks the public schools have been kept in each district, in summer and winter, 
and what portion by male and what by female teachers; the whole number of 
scholars that have attended each school, and the number attending to each stu- 
dy; the mumber of children between four and fourteen that have not attended 
school, and the number of persons in each district between the the ages of four- 
teen and twenty-one years who cannot read and write.’%e.I submit the follow- 
ing table, which I believe furnishes a correct statement of the facts:

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The number of scholars attending our schools has been 151 
girls and 171 boys, making in all 322. The average attend- 
ance through the year has been 222 4-5, 


There has been $1,392.52 expended by the town for the sup- 
port of its 16 schools. This sum divided by 822, the whole 
number of scholars, gives $4.32 as the amount expended by the 
town for each scholar attending school. This, I think, is far be- 
low the average amount which the several towns in the State 
expend per scholar for education. 

And this suggests the inquiry: Are a majority of the towns 
in the State doing more than their duty in this respect? or, is 
Chesterfield doing less? This certainly is a very important 
question for every citizen to consider, if he regards the highest 
welfare of the children of the town—a large majority of whom 
will receive their whole school education in our common schools 
—or, the standing and prosperity of our town in the future. 


Another question will be suggested to many bv the above ta- 
ble; a question which has repeatedly been forced upon my mind 
while visiting the schools of the town, viz: Is the town doing 
equal justice to all the children in our schools by the present 
method of dividing the public money among the several dis- 
tricts? Take for example the contiguous districts, Nos. 11 and 
13. The number of scholars residing in No. 11, is 5, and in No. 
18,is 48. Now, taking the amount of public money appropri- 
ated to each of these districts last year, and it gives to each 
scholar #h No. 11 $11.79, and to each scholar in No. 13, $3.50, 
which is giving. ty. 29 more to each scholar in No. 11, than to 
each in No. 13. Now does it take $11.79 per year to give the 
same amount of instruction to a child in No. 11, as is given to 
one in No. 138, for $3.50? If not, then we are doing a great in- 
justice to every child in No. 13. Now f would suggest whether 
we should not in a measure obviate this injustice by dividing a 
small part, say one quarter, or one third, of the public money 
among the several districts, according to the number of schol- 
urs residing in each district ? 

The Superintending Committee of the different towns in the 
State have been for many years iterating the fact that our 
schools are greatly injured by tardiness and ir regular attend: 
ance, and in order to correct this evil in a measure, I stated to 
each school, at the commencement of both the summer and win- 
ter terms, that I should publish, in my report, the name of eve- 
ry scholar who should not be either tardy or absent a day dur- 
ing the term. And in publishing this Roll of Honor, I take 
pride i in saying that I do not think that there is another town in 
the State that can show a better record. The figures in the 1st 
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column shows the number of terms that each scholar was not 
tardy a single half day, and that in the 2d column shows tbe 


number of terms that each scholar was not absent a single half 
day.

Most of the teachers, both of our summer and winter selivols, 
have been faithful and have appeared to strive to do their best. 
All of our schools lave made fair progress. Dividing them in- 
to three classes, according to the degree cf progress which they 
have actually made, during both terms, the schools in Districts 
No. 5, No. 1 and No 2, w will come into the first class, and all 
the remaining scoools, except twc, into class No. 2. Some of 
the schools now in class No. 2, came very near the standard 
for the schools in class No. 1, and if they labor as hard the 
next, as they have the present year, will attain to the honor for 
which they have so nobly striven. 

Most of the schools have been distinguished for guod order. 
Only one failed to yield cheerful obedience to wholesome rules 
of discipline ; but in this one kept by one of our most faithful. 
efficient and successful teachers, the scholars were sadly defi- 
cient in that respect for rightfully constituted authority and that 
nice sense of personal honor which are the essential charae- 
teristics of the true gentleman or lady. It is to be hoped that 
such a disgrace will never be repeated in any of our schools. 

In closing this Report, I would recommend the town to elect five 
persons as ‘‘Superintending School Committee.” Such a commit- 
tee, selected from different parts of the town, could superintend 
the schools at much less expense than one person can do it, and 
there are some reforms needed in the schools, which, for want 
of space, I cannot notice in this Report, but which such 4 com- 
mittee could accomplish much more successfully and satislacto- 
rily than any ‘“‘one committee man” could hope to.
